Ex-Prisoner Writes Complaint 
to the Commissione? of 
Public Works, 


HE COMPARES CONDITIONS 
WITH RUSSIAN PRISONS 


Says He Was Forced to Work 
While Very Ill---His Charges 
Are Especially Against Super- 
intendent Dave Vinings--Only 
Kindness Was From Fellow 
Prisoner. 


A man, who has just served a sen- 
tence at the city stockade, and who 
inhumanely' treated 
there while he was ill, has addressed 
a letter to Henry L. Collier, commis- 
sioner of public works, asking for an 
investigation. A copy of the letter 
was furnished The Constitution. 

The man who writes the letter is H. 
H. McGee, of No. 2 Latimer street, and 
he makes charges of treatment at the 
stockade, which he says is as bad as 
is that read of in Darkest Russia. He 
particularly charges Superintendent 
Dave Vining with cruel treatment. He 
says that he was made to work when 
too ill to stand up, and alludes to 
instances in which he claims that Su- 
rerintendent Vining chained men to 
the wall after they had been whipped 
in the “bucking machine.” 
Mr. Collier says that he will turn 
the letter over to the Chambers in- 
vestigating committee, and a thorough 
probing will result. 

Does Not Fear Investigation. 
Captain Vining denies that he ever 
ill-treated McGee or any other prison- 
er. He says that there has recently 
been two full investigations of the 
stockade by city officials, and they 
found the place well run and as hu- 
mane #23.any prisoh coyldbe.. He does 
not. fear, he«states’,- any investigation 
of any charges that are made by an 
ex-convict.

DISORDERLY SALOONS 
MUST BE DESTROYED 
Liquor Dealers Are Asked to 


Join in Fight Against Dis- 
orderly Houses. 


New York, August 13.—Brewers and 
wholesale liquor dealers were called 
upon to join the state-wide liquor and 
beer dealers’ association in its fight 
against dives and disorderly places in 
an address today by President Farley 
before the association’s annual conven- 
tion. 

“If necessary.” said Mr. Farley, “we 
will furnish all brewers, distillers and 
wine growers and importers with se- 
cret lists of these objectionable places, 
and if they refuse to deliver’ their 
products to them these vicious estab- 
lishments will be wiped out.” 

The convention finally adopted for- 
mal resolutions condemning “dives and 
disorderly tesorts’” and urging its 
members to participate fully and freely 
in anv movement for their elimination. 
It was further resolved to “instruct our 
delegates to the national convention to 
petition congress or the internal reve- 
nue department not to issue an inter- 
nal revenue tax certificate to any in- 
dividual in New York state unless such 
individual holds a liquor tax certifi. 
cate issued by the excise deparment of 
the state of New York.” 

Wholesale liquor dealers also are 
urged to sell supplies only to bona fide 
members of the state association.

3,487,000,000 POSTAL CARDS 
TO COST UNCLE SAM $934,717.95 
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Washington, August 31.—The con. 
tract for supplying 3,487,000,000 posta! 
cards to the postoffice department dur- 
ing the four years beginning January 
1, 1910, was awarded to day by Post- 
master General Hitohcock to the gov- 
ernment printing office, which  sub- 
mitted the lowest bid, $934,717.95. 

By selecting a stock of lighter, but 
finer, quality, the postoffice department 
expects to provide for the public a 
better card at.less expense to the gov- 
ernment. 


The saving will he effected 
reduced “traveling expenses” of the 
postal card, because of lighter weight 
on the various journeys it makes from 
the time it leaves the manufacturers 
until it reaches the “ultimate con- 
sumer.” The postmaster general, in 
all probability, will change the tint of 
the card as well as the color of the 
ink used in printing. in order to make

As American Federation Is Not |

Vetween the international trade unions 
now in session here and Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, entered upon another 
chapter today, when the conferénce, on 
a motion made by a Belgian delegate,

The proposition made by Mr. 
pers are thus shut out, as the Amer- 
ican Féderation of Labor is not affillat- 
ed with the European unions, and Ms. 
Gompers will not be able to argue their 
adoption. 

In spite of the decision of the confer- 
ence, the delegates asked Mr. Gompers 
to elaborate his proposals for confed- 
eration. 
America was only willing to join an 
international movement, the objects of 
which were clearly fixed, such as, for 
example, the study of questions direct- 
ly affecting strikes and lockouts and 
the employment of women, ‘and not an 
Organization dedicated to the academic 
discussion of social] problems.

New York, August 31.—The first 
demonstration of the saving to credit- 
ors of embarrassed banking institu- 
tions under the law passed by the state 
legislature this year, which substitutes 
the state banking department for re- 
ceivers, appointed by courts,is given in 
the case of the Binghamton Trust Com- 
pany, which became involved about five 
months ago. ‘In announcing, today, 
readiness to pay 6&8 per cent of ap- 
proved claims against the trust com- 
pany, Clark Williams, state superin- 
tendent of banking, says: 

“At the time the banking department 
took control, the Binghamton Trust 
Company owed to its depositors and 
correspondents $3,199,585. The balance 
remaining unclaimed August 235 wag 
$28,603. During the same time the | 
department has collected from the as- 
sets of the company $1,560,318. This 
work has been done at a total expense, 
including receivers, of $10,626.”’ 
Buperintendent Williams quotes from

Governor Brown yesterday offered 
rewards of $150 each for Olin M. Thom- 
ason and George W. Durden, both 
wanted at Monroe, Walton county, in 
connection with the same case, the 
former for subornation of perjury, and 
the latter both for perjury and the 
subornation of it. 

The Constitution recently gave a full 
account of this remarkable case in 
which two men have already been 
convieted of perjury in connection 
with the trial of Olin M. Thomason 
for the murder of J. H. Bowen, and 
Thomason and Durden are now wanted 
on similar grounds. 

Thomason was acquitted of the mur- 
der charge, and it was afterwards dis- 
covered that his acquittal was sé- 
cured through perjured testimony, as 
a result of which Alvin Evans and 
Will R. Hunt have been convicted and 
sentenced to serve four years in the 
penitentiary, and Troy Thomason, a 
brother of the man who did the killing, 
and B. F. Towler were also indicted. 

Will Pay the Expenses. 

Sheriff A. 8S. Smith, of: Walton coun- 
ty, who came to Atlanta, accompanied 
by Attorney Joseph H, Felker, repre- 
senting Mrs. J. H. Bowen, the widow 
of the deceased, made the statement 
that Walton county will pay all the 
expenses?of returning these two men 
to Monroe when they are captured, so 
that the rewards of $150 in each case, 


offered by the governor, will be clear 
money to those who make the cap- 
tures. 

Olin M. Thomason is described as a 
man of about thirty-seven years old, 
weight 145 pounds, square shouldered 
when erect, but walks bent forward; 
he has a nervous, quick walk, and his 
hands are nervous and shaky; chews 
tobacco fast and spits often; has 
ruddy complexion, hair almost black, 
a prominent chin; is familiar on short 
aéquaintance, tries to be polit., talks 
chiefly of live steck and vehicles; 
eyes dark brown, height about 5 feet 
8% inches: left home with his wife 
and four children. His wife is a small, 
good looking brunette, very fair; his 
two oldest children are girls and the 
others boys, their ages being about 9, 
7, 6 and 4 years. He is wanted at 
Monroe, Walton county, for suborna- 
tion of perjury. 

Durden is described as a man about 
forty-six years old, weight about 208 
pounds; heavy, round, stooping 
shoulders, yellow gray eyes, dark 
brown hair; when last seen had a 
heavy dark brown mustache; wears 
about a No. 9 shoe; height 5 feet 10% 
to 11 inches. He is very stout; is a 
brother-in-law to Thomason, they hav- 
ing married sisters. He left his farm 
in Walton county about August Ls, 
1909. He is wanted both for perjury 
and subornation of perjury. 

It is not now known where Thoma- 
son and Durden are, but they are sup- 
posed to be somewhere in the west.

“The planet Mars is at present in 
the constellation known as Pisces (the 
fishes) and comes in opposition to the 
sun on the 24th of September. 


In Contunction With Moon. 
“But on the evening of the first day 


of September, that is tonight, Mars will 


be in conjunction with the moon. The 
moon passes immediately between Mars 
and the earth. and the moon will 
eclipse Mars for a period of about one 
hour. Though when this phenomenon 
happens as to one of the planets, or 
any star that may be in question, the 
technical phrase is ‘occultation’ and not 
‘eclipse.’ Still, the effect is much the 
same. Inthe presentinstance the moon 
will obscure and seem to obliterate 
Mars for about one hour, that is to say. 
according to my understanding of the 
time at about one-quarter before 9 
o’clock in the evening, eastern time, or. 
say, 8 o'clock in this. locality, the 
planet Mars, which will be known by 
its red color. will disappear under the 
same. Inthe present instance the moon 
and after about one hour will come 


out and reappear on the upper or west- 


ern limb of the moon. This is an ex-

the planet Mars is very 
its distance from the 
from about 128,000,000 
to 154,000,000 miles. When Mars is 
passing along that part of its orbit 
having ‘the shortest diameter and the 
earth passes under Mars as at present. 
that is. between Mars and the sun, the 
planet is only about 35,000,000 miles 
from the earth. Whereas, when Mars 
is at that part of its orbit having the 
longest diameter. and the earth is on 
the opposite side of the sun, the dis- 
tance of the planet Mars from the sun 
is, say. 154,000,000 miles, the radius‘ 
of its own orbital diameter plus 92,- 
900.000 miles. the radius of the earth's 
orbit which, added together, make 
*46.000.000 miles distance of Mars from 
earth. So that in the latter instance. 
Mars being so far away, compara- 
tivelv a verv small star. But when 
eonditions are the reverse of the above 
and Mars is only 35,000,000 miles from 
the earth, as now the case, it bhe- 
comes quite an important ana. conspic- 
uous body in the heavens. This. as 
above stated. is the condition of things 
at the pre@ent.iime and gives an added 
interest in this specially zxood oppor- 
tunitv to observe the occultation that 
will occur tomorrow nigh’

exists during September or longer, and

$1.29 DAILY PER PATIENT 
COST AT GRADY HOSPITAL 


While the largest number of patients 
in the history of Grady hospital were 
given skilled treatment during the 
month of August just closed the ex- 
pense entailed by the city in treating 
these patients was on the other hand 
the very lowest on record. 

Superintendent W. B. Summerall was 
given high praise by the board of hos- 
pital trustees at the regular monthly 
meeting yesterday for his very econom- 
ical, yet satisfactory administration. 
To show its appreciation, the board al- 
lowed him a leave of absence of one 
week to attend the convention of the 
American Hospital Association, at 
Washington, D. C., September 21-24. 

Dr. Summerall’s report showed that 
the daily average attendance for Au- 
gust broke all previous records. There 
was an average daily attendance of 127 
patients, the minimum being 113, and 
the maximum 143. The maximum 
number of 143 patients were treated 
on August 20, when even the corridors 
were filled to overflowing. 

On the other hand, it cost the city 
just $1.29 per patient for each day. 
For August of last vear there were 
an average of eighty-one daily pa- 
tients treated at an expenditure of 
$1.75 each. Since January the num- 
ber of patients coming in to the hos- 
pital have steadily increased, and at 
times the internes have worked two 
days in succession in order to keep up 
with the flow of sick and wounded. 
In the “outdoor” clinic, which includes 
the stabbed, mangled and persons 
otherwise injured, there were 688, 
which is just about the record. 

The board authorized

tendent to advertise for bids for the 
installation of new house phones, and 
also bids for the removal of the big 
boiler from the Edgewood electric 
lieht plant, which was donated to the 
hospital by council fer heating pur- 
poses.

Sitetealaathag the Boll Weevil. 


Editer Censtitution:. The. state crop 
pest commission of Louisiana has com- 
pleted the study. of the hibernating 
habits of the boll weevil. The result of 
their study points to the extermination 
or the cotton pest with ordinary care. 

By making wire cages 8x8 feet and 6 
feet high and filling these with trash, 
moss, leaves, winter quarters were made 
for the weevils which were placed in 
the cage on September 28, 1909. 

No cotton was put in the cage; there- 
fore, if ithe weevils lived through the 
winter, it would show they could thrive 
on other things than cotton. With the 
conditions the same in the cage and the 
field, where the cotton had been killed, 
the same number that lived in the cage 
could live in the field. 

Out of 1,037, 1,195 and 1,132 put in 
three cages on September 28, October 
5, October 12, there lived 28, 15 and 62, 
respectively. This was a total of only 
105, or 31 per cent, that lived. This 
means that when the cotton plants are 
destroyed before October 146, only 3 
per cent of the weevils survive the win- 
ter to infest next year’s crop. 

Similar cages that were started on 
October 19 and 26 show that 15 per cent 
cent lived through the winter. Addi- 
tional cages started November 2, 9, 16 
and 23 in the same manner, show that 
21.8 per cent lived through the winter. 
Cages started November 30 and Decem- 
ber 7 showed a winter survival of 
per cent. Out of 1,250 weevils put in 
on Décember 14 arid 21, 545, or 43 per 
cent, lived through the winter. 

These figures are so convincing that 
it is beyond comprehension that any 
farmer should continue trying to grow 
cotton without picking out his crop 
early and complétely destroying the 
cotton plants—stalks, leaves, squares 
and bolls—long before the first autumn 
frost. 

With onlw 3 per cent of last year's 
weevils the farmer can.make a good 
crop, as has been proven in the past. 
while with 43 ver cent.as many weevtls 
as he had the previous year, he cannot 
hope to make a crop by any known 
means under the sun. 

Arguments are. still being 
against early fall destruction of the 
cotton plants by those who refuse to 
see the plain facts placed before them, 
but the farmers who are destroving 
the plants are the ones that are making 
the money, and the fact remairs that 
this is the only profitable way to raise 
cotton in Louisiana. 

‘Do not wait for sad experience to 
drive this lesson home to you. If you 
intend to grow cotton next year, make 
all preparations now to pick out this 
year’s crop as fast as it opens, and de- 
stroy all cotton plants by cutting them 
down and burning them before October 
15 or, at the latest, November 1.

From the 
days of reconstruction, when it stood 
like Gibraltar guarding the rights of 
the white men and women of Georgia 
and the south against certain gentry 
usually referred to as “carpet buggers” 
and “‘scallawags,’” until this good hour. 
it has gone out to the people carrving 
one message of courage and hope after 
another—-standing at all times and in 
211 seasons for the moral «nd material 
uplift of the south. 

I have said this for the purpose of 
opening a way to say that, in my hum- 
ble judgment, that all of the notable 
issues that have rolled from your press, 
not a one has carried messages of more 
importance, than that of last Sunday. 

The promise of an abundant harvest 
which spells prosperity for the south is 
reflected on every page: vet. you 
turn from the contemplation of this 
picture of promised plenty with that 
Sane and constructive conservatism, 
which has at all times been the domi- 
nant characteristic of vour truly great 
paper, to call attention to the piteous 
cry of those who are dying within your 
very gates from tuberculosis—a disease 
claiming ignorance and filth as its 
ratural parents. 

Mr. Corrigan’s story of the condi- 
tions he finds in our Capital City car- 
ries with it a note vibrating with pa- 
thos, that should arouse the active 
sympathy of all who would claim the 
name of Altruist, and surely your 
strong editorial, based on this story, 
is a clarion call that will be answered 
by big-hearted Atlanta, as she has ever 
answered the call of the weak to the 
strong, 

This, however, remains to be seen, 
for it is a peculiar fact that public in- 
terest is oftimes hard to arouse even 
when danger, like a Daimoclean sword, 
hangs above our heads. 

The horticulturist will raise such a 
cry on account of the fact that blight 
or the borer has invaded hfs orchard 
that the state will send an expert, post 
haste, to his rescue, or, if glanders 
crops out sporadically among the live 
stock, a panic is almost precipitated; 
or, should a crime against woman- 
hood be perpetrated. anarchy reigns 
and some devil of a paranoiac goes u 
in smoke. Yet, according to Dr. Ken- 
nedy’s report, 140 have died during the 
seven months of this year from con- 
sumption, and very little is being done 
for those who are alread in the deadly 
clutches of the disease or for the pro- 
tection of those who are liable tu con- 
tract it. 

Tuberculosis is, indeed, a “civic prob- 
lem,” and while the state has made 
some sort of move toward rendering 
aid to the tubercular poor, yet, “it is up 
c”’ Atlanta to come to the front, aw she 
always does, and evolve some practical 
plan of meeting this problem. 

The pictures so graphically drawn bv 
Mr. Corrigan calls to mind the oft- 
quoted lines of Hood: 


“Alas for the rarity

Christian. Atlanta, is this indictment 
true, and should it remain charged on 
the calendar against you?

It will present 
a discouraging outlook; from replies of 
nearly 1,700 correspondents of an 
average day of August 24, a condition 
of 66 per cent is obtained, which com- 
pares with 75.1 last month and 78.i 
a year ago. 

The plant has, therefore, deterior- 
ated 7.1, which has only once been 
exceeded in the nine years since “The 
Journal of Commerce special reports 
were inaugurated, namely in 192, 
when it fell 8.6. Other years, when 
the less closely approached this figure, 
were 1904, conditions then falling 7 
points, and 1908 and 1901, when the 
loss was 5.5 and 6.1, respectively. 

North Carolina, during August, 
showed an improvement in condition 
of 3.8 to 79.0, but otherwise all states 
showed losses. South Carolina declin- 
ing 0.9 to 76.1, Georgia 1.6 to 77.1, 
Florida 10.3 to 72.7, Alabama 0.8 to 
68.2, Mississipp] 2.6 to 62.2, Louisiana 
10.2 to 64.0: Texas 11.2 to 59.1: Arkan- 
sas 16.6 to 61.4; Tennessee 7.4 to 69.0,

PANAMA PAYS $14,000 


For Mistreatment of American 


Naval Officers. 


Washington, August 31.—Through 
the state department, Acting Secretary

Are Urgently in Need of Food | 
and Clothing---Country Dis- 
tricts Hard Hit by Flood. 


Monterey, Mexico, August 81.—-To- 
night the total number of bodies re- 
covered from along the shores of the 
Santa Catarina river victims of, the 
floot total approx!matelya thousand. In 
Monterey aine hundred is the totel, 


while meager reports from along the 
valley increases the number. However, 
but little is yet known as to the loss 
of life and damage outside of this 
city. That the cntire number lost will 
ever be krown is not probable, as 
many bodies must be buried in the 
sands and mud deposited by the fall- 
ing river in the eddies caused by the 
nume*‘ous turns and bends in the 
stream’s channel. 

Reports continue meager from 
points down the valley, but it is 
known that the village of San Fran- 
Gisco was entirely destroyed; the 
town of San Junoon badly da-naged, and 
the town of Camargo, on the Rio 
Grande, is reported to have been com- 
pletely washed away. 

Corpses Seen Floating. 

A rider from the tawn of Cadereyta, 
this state, the birthplace of General 
Geronimo Treyjno, stated that ‘twenty 
bodies had been recovereq at that 
place’ that hundreds were seen float- 
ing by with the flood, and that on his 
trip from Cadereyta to Monterey there 
was not a depression in the ground 
or an arroyo which did not contain 
from one to ten bodies, left there by 
the receding flood. 

Relief in the shape of money has 
been pouring in from all sources to- 
day, and large amounts have been 
contributed from the United States. 
Clothes, ‘food supplies and money are 
needed to care for the homeless and 
destitute. The response has been large 
and noble, but uses for the money will 
when 
the full reports from down the valley 
are learned. 

Temporary shelters are being erect- 
ed for the sufferers, and all are being 
taken care of with the best of means 
at hand. 

The food supply continues short, but 
there has been no increase in the price 
of anything needed for the people. 

The property loss is now estimated 
between $12,000,000 and $15,000,006 in 
this city without counting the damage 
to the railroads or down the valley 
from this city.

tenced from the recorder’s court to 
thirty days in the city stockade. 

“When I arrived there they put 
chains on me and placeq me at the 
rock quarry. At the time I was there 
I had the rheumatism, and was other- 
wise ill. This fact was reported to the 
superintendent. Notwithstanding my 
fearful condition, I was sent to work 
under Mr. William Donaldson at the 
rock quarry, and seeing what my con- 
dition was, refusid to work me. Mr. 
Donaldson then inquired of me if I had 
reported my condition to the physician. 
I replied that I had, and was put back 
to work that afternoon, and Mr. Don- 
aldsor again refused to work me at 
the quarry, seeing that my condition 
was the same, and that I could not 
and was not able to do the work at 
the quarry. 

“T returned again that night, when 
I told the physician, Dr. Martin, and 
Superintendent Vining that I was not 
able to work. The physician paid no 
attention to my complaint, neither did 
the superintendent. They even refused 
to examine me. Dr. McAfee, however, 
examined me, and reported that I was 
in a bad condition, and waited on me 
all during the night. Mr, Toney and 
the night guard, Mr. Rowe, waited on 
me, too. This was July 13, 1909, or 
about that time. 

Sent Him to Work. 

“Knowing my condition, the superin- 
tendent insisted on sending me to work 
each day with the same result that I 
was too weak to work, and could not 
do the work at the quarry where I was 
sent. I was sent back each day by the 
superintendent until Friday, July 17, 
when I gotso weak that I had to go 
and sit down and wait until the wagon 
came to haul me back that night. I 
could not even walk. I was so sick that 
Mr. Donaldson would not attempt to 
put me in the quarry. After I came to 
the camp on the night of July 17, I re- 
mained at the camp five days unable to 
walk a.nd all the time suffering tor- 
tures. During these days no officials 
of the camp came to look after me to 
see if I wanted water or something to 
eat, or gave me the sligh‘est attention. 

Helped by Fellow Prisoner. 

“Dr. McAfee repeatedly brought me 
water, something to eat, and he was 
only a prisoner. Mr. Shute, another 
prisoner, also helped to wait on me, and 
can verify every statement I have mada. 
Finally, on the 21lst day of July, my 
condition was so bad that the Grady 
hospital ambulance was called and I 
was sent there. The ph-:‘icians at the 
hospital stated, after examining me, 
that when I was able to get out of the 
hospital I would have to be very care- 
ful. 

“While at the stockade camp ,l re- 
ceived no attention whatever, though 
my condition was such that I had to be 
put in a blanket and lifted up. When 
I wanted to walk, fellow. prisoners 
volunteered to do _. this. I can 
give their names. This fact was 
reported to Captain Vining, and he was 
requested to have some arrangement 
made to have me looked after. 

Says Collier Is Not to Blame. 

“Knowing that you do not know 
these conditions to exist, and that you 
have human brutes in charge of this 
stockade I call upon you to order an 
investigation. and for my part I guar- 
antee to establish what I have stated in 
this letter. If the stockade is allowed 
j to continue as it is at present managed, 
then we cannot refer to Darkest Russia, 
for our stockade is its equal. I know 
personally that you are not aware of 
these conditions existing at the city 
stockade, or you would have corrected 
them. I attach no blame to you, but 
I appeal to you now to order an inves- 
tigation. 

“I think the whole trouble is with the 
superintendent. He is inhuman in his 
treatment of prisoners. I have seen 
him put prisoners in the ‘bucking ma- 


ishment and chain them to the wall for 
hours at a time with both hands cuffed 
and chains to each hand suspended to 
the wall, where they would stay until 
|taey became so exhausted that they 
dropped down with their whole weight 
resting upon the chains fastened to the 
waii. 
“Advise me when you can call an 
investigation so I can have my wit- 
nesses present.
